It was rather plain, by his own 
conclusions, that President Eisen- 
hower came off second best. He 
defended—and yet revealed—the 
almost desperate need for change. 

Adlai Stevenson, for example, 
charged the policy was wrong, 
and was doing the country con- 
siderable damage, because it was 
rigid and out of date. 


The Russians, with a policy _of 
trade, aid and ‘“‘neutralism” are 
making frightening progress. 

President Eisenhower devoted 
much of his talk to an appeal for 
publie and congressional support 
of his proposal to alter it. 

He thus exposed the Achilles 
heel of his administration’s ap- 
proach to foreign problems. It 
was, in effect, an admission that 
the Stevenson charges were true. 

The President could not directly 
admit it. 

But he could not avoid saying 
that his $4,000,000,000 aid pro- 
gram, which is in trouble on Capi- 
tol Hill, was vital and that even 
more important was his need for 
authority to make ‘‘long-term”’ 
commitments and for “wide dis- 
cretionary powers.” 


Support 

The need\for immediate action 
is great. 

All thoughtful newspapers and 
yersons will support President 
Eisenhower in his desire to have 
both the money and the authority 
to effect the necessary alteration 
in policy. 

He is entirely right about the 
need. 

But he will very likely fail to 
get it. And the loss will not be 
his alone, but the nation’s. All 
of us, Democrats and Republi- 
cans, will suffer and the future 
security of the country will be 
impaired. 

The ironic fact is that it was the 
1952-54 surrender of the Ejisen- 
hower administration to the Mc- 
Carthy hysteria which contributes 
to the President’s inability to act 
in this critical time. It was not 
until the Democratic Party re- 
gained control of the Congress 
that the Eisenhower wing was 
able to function. In those two 
years of indecision, President Ei- 
senhower lost some of the author- 
ity and discretionary power which 
he now seeks and needs—for the 
country’s sake—to regain. 

But, since it is a political year, 
and the tax burden is heavy, the 
appropriations and the authority, 
so necessary to him, will be ex- 
tremely difficult to obtain. 

And that is too bad because—as 
the President knows—we most 
desperately need a revision of a 
' policy which he admits is no 
longer workable. 


Danger 

The danger today is not that of 
total war with Russia. 

Since Geneva the Russians, act- 
ing on the belief we will not ini- 
tiate war, have proceeded vigor- 
ously with plans which, aside 
from the casualties of troops, 
have about the same ultimate 
danger — Communist control of 
great areas of the world. This 
control, once attained, could be 
transformed into aggression 
against us. 

We cannot now, as *the world 
power inevitably committed to 
leadership in the struggle with 
communism, afford to lose either 
prestige or power. 

We are at a critical moment 
because our political leaders, with 


but few exceptions, have never . 


faced the truth which is that do- 
mestic policies and foreign poli- 
cies must be meshed to be effec- 
tive. As a result, the American 
people continue to think it possible 
to have a foreign policy and an 
entirely separate and unrelated 
domestic policy. 

That is not possible. 

Most of us go merrily along as- 
suming that surplus crop and sub- 
sidies, tariff regulations, immi- 
gration rules, and race relations 
and violent deeds and statements 
attendant thereon, have no con- 
nection with foreign policy. 

Unhappily, even tragically, this 
fs not true. One of the major 
reasons for Communist successes 
is the fact of our domestic policy. 
It may take us many years to 
mag this. It then may be too

Justices Rule 
On Buses in 
S. Carolina

WASHINGTON, April 23—The 
Supreme Court ruled today 
against the last: vestige of racial 
segregation in public transporta- 
tion. ' 

The court’s action left stand- 
ing a ruling by a federal Court of 
Appeals that segregation in intra- 
state buses violates the U.S. Con- 


stitution. It knocked out a South 
Carolina law making segregation 
of passengers on motor vehicles 
mandatory. 


DIXIE. IMPACT 

Since 12 other states have 
similar laws the ruling was re- 
garded as havihg wide application 
throughout the South. Its impact 
upon local laws and customs was 
regarded as scarcely less solid 
than the high court’s decision out- 
lawing segregation in publie 
schools. 

One interpretation of today’s 
action was that it legally em- 
balmed the doctrine of Plessy vs. 
Ferguson. That was the case, 
decided in 1896, in which the 
Supreme Court said segregation 
of passengers on railroads was 
constitutional if “separate but 
equal’ facilities were provided. 


SCHOOL CASE 


In its school segregation ruling, 
the high court said the ‘‘separate 
but equal’ doctrine had no place 
in the field of public education. 
The Court of Appeals, in the South 
Carolina bus case, said Plessy vs. 
Ferguson was no longer applic- 
able law in the transportation 
field. 

In effect, the Supreme Court 
rebuked the South Carolina Elec- 
tric & Gas Co. for bringing the 
appeal. This company operates 
the bus system in Columbia, S. C, 

The court’s opinion said simply 
that “‘the appeal is dismissed” 
and cited Slaker vs. O’Connor. 
That was a decision in which the 
court dismissed an appeal as 
“without any authority of law” 
that ‘‘needlessly cOnsumed our 
time.”’

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Khrushchev’s Boast 
Has Real Meaning 


Nikita Khrushchev, visiting in London, 
said Monday the Soviet Union soon will 
have guided missiles carrying the H-bomb. 

And the answer to that is, “Why, of 
course, it will . . . and so will the United 
States and Great Britain.” 

In fact, the United States almost cer- 
tainly has been at work on such a missile 
for some time. 


The big argument now—and the 
greater danger—lies in who has the mis- 
sile with the greatest range? The Soviet 
is believed to have fired one with a test 
range of 2,500 miles. That nation also is 
thought to be further along with a 5,000- 
mile missile. 
This is what frets our people. 


We are testing at more than 1,000 
miles. The missile named the Navajo is 
believed to be on the way toward a test 
at 2,500 miles. We almost certainly are 
static testing rocket engines which will 
send a missile that far and farther. 


And, of course, it will be possible to 
put any of the nuclear weapons in them. 
The new weapons are frightful things 
to see or to think about. A nation without 
them would be at the mercy of an enemy 
possessing them. 

This means taxes will remain high. 


Americans must realize they, too, live 
in a new and awesome world where the 
scientist and his jargon have become the 
most important language and the most 
necessary asset of survival. 

And everything the scientist dreams 
up costs great amounts of money—the 
new metals research, tests, production 
and training.

Middle East Turmoil 


Is Far From Solution 


The tense situation in the Middle East 
is far from being settled. Under leader- 
ship of Egypt’s Gen. Nasser, a military 
‘pact has been signed by that country, 
Saudi Arabia and Yemen. Other Arab 
countries are being wooed from the Ara- 
bian Sea to Morocco. 


Into this situation Soviet Russia has 
moved with arms for the Arabs and with 
glittering promises of technical and eco- 
nomic aid. They have been able to take 
full advantage of the anti-West, nation- 
alist movements in these former colonial 


the West out of the area and to deny the 
free nations access to the rich oil and 
other resources. : 

More than 70 per cent of the world’s 
known oil reserves are in this Middle 
East area. The economies of Britain, 
France and to a lesser extent, the United 
States, are dependent upon this oil supply. 
Should it fall under Russian domination, 
the balance of economic and military 
power would shift to the Communists. 

A fact that we have been slow to rec- 
ognize is that the Communists are now 
a power in the Middle East. They have 
proved it. Their tactical move last week 
in calling for settlement of the Arab- 
Israeli dispute simply means they do not 
want war to break out in the area now.

The outcome of the ultimate struggle 
is still in the future. Its beginning stages 
are not conducive to optimism for the 
United States or the West. 


Teen-Agers Cannot Shift 
All Blame to Parents 


It is encouraging to note that there 
has been a decline in juvenile crime and 
vandalism since the curfew law was 
passed. While the curfew may not have 
been the sole reason, it must have con- 
tributed considerably to the decline in 
delinquent acts. 


It was not so encouraging, however, 
to hear a teen-age ministerial student 
from Dallas, Tex., attempt to blame all 
juvenile delinquency upon the parents. 
The youth, 18-year-old Louis Stuckey, 
seemed a bit off the beam in addressing 
a rally of 6,000 Atlanta youngsters here 
Sunday. 


Parents are due their share of the 
blame, as they readily admit, but when 
teen-agers themselves find blaming par- 
ents a handy device to escape their own 
responsibilities, something more funda- 
mental is wrong. The mere fact that a 
curfew had to be imposed in Atlanta is 
not just a condemnation of parents but 
of youngsters who had come to regard 
flaunting of parental authority as the 
smart thing to do. 


Let us hope that the youth rally has 
as good effect as the curfew law. If young- 
sters can be brought to realize that each 
generation has its own responsibilities to 
uphold, many more such meetings are 
in order. Respect and love for parents 
and upholding of law and order are fun- 
damentals on which any generation must 
measyre its success. 


Let’s have a little less of this blaming 
things on parents’ failures and a little 
more of the spirit expressed in the pledge 
to decency led by Tommy Lewis at Sun- 
day’s rally.

To Mrs. Margaret Cate

Will Private Operators Keep the State Parks 
Beautiful Without Raising Cost to People? 


Atlanta—I was amazed at the 
editorial in The Constitution stat- 
ing that Georgia's state parks 
were of relative unimportance and 
that some of them were useful 
only as real estate. This is equiva- 
lent to saying that the national 
forests are valuable only to be 
sold for timber. The parks are 
the only supervised areas where 
people can go picnicking, hiking, 
fishing, swimming and camping 
at a reasonable cost and without 
trespassing om someone’s proper- 


The cities and counties can pro- 


vide small parks near populous 


areas, but only the state can op- 
erate efficiently on the scale re- 
quired by the larger parks in 
more remote areas. The cabins, 
swimming and boating are at a 
low cost as the state is not sup- 
posed to make a profit and can 
combine the recreational facilities 
with the conservation program. 


Can these private operators run 
the parks at a profit without in- 
creasing the prices? I hope this 
will not mean the commercializa- 
tion of some of the loveliest 
natural beauty spots in the nation. 
As the South becomes more in- 
dustrialized, the value of these 
parks will increase. Perhaps then 
people will be more concerned 
about the use of the public lands.

Education Crisis Demands 


Increase in Appropriations 


The American people have just been told that within the next 


decade 


they should approximately double present expenditures for 


education. That recommendation is the highlight of a thick report 
recently submitted to President Eisenhower by the Committee for the 
White House Conference on Education, after what was undoubtedly the 
most thorough, widespread and concerted study ever made of the 


American school situation. 

To many, school expenditures 
may now seem sky high. Still, it 
isn’t preposterous at all to sug- 
gest that school expenditures in 
1965 should be about double what 
they are today, considering great- 
er enrollments, higher educational 
levels and importance of good 
schooling. 

The nation’s working force, to- 
tal production and income should 
continue to increase—so should 
our ability to pay for education. 
It wouldn't hurt us to devote a 
somewhat larger percentage of 
income to education, for the wel- 
fare of our children and our coun- 
try. 

The committee report is accom- 
panied by tables showing that in 
1953-54 America was devoting 
about $7,300,000,000 to public 
school support, 2.72 per cent of 
gross nationa) income. The per- 
centage for Wisconsin was 2.8 
per cent. That same year the na- 
tion was spending around 35 bil- 
lions for defense, nearly five 
times as much as went for the 
public schools. 

The money can and will be 
found for the good schools, every- 
where and for every child, that 
our era mis tg if Americans 


make it plain that they want 
good schools. The expenditure for 
streets and highways in 1955 was 
roughly triple the outlay of 1940, 
but motoring America is insist- 
ently demanding that the spend- 
ing pace be further quickened. 
More money isn't the only thing 
the public schools need properly 
to fulfill their mission, of course. 
The double monéy goal is only 
one. of 79 recommendations which 
the committee made to the Presi- 
dent. But there is no-way to keep 
up and improve American pub- 
lic school standards without a big 
increase in expenditures.

Over Trivial Things 


‘He who is faithful with a trifle is also faith- 
ful with a large trust, and he who is dishonest 
with a trifle is also dishonest with a large trust’ 


(Luke 16:10, Moffatt’s translation). ‘Trivial things are important, 
Benjamin Franklin said, as though we don’t realize the truth 
ourselves, that a small leak will sink a great ship. Josh Billings, 
the American humorist of an earlier day, said, ‘It is the little things 
that fret and worry us. We can dodge an elephant, but we can’t 


dodge a fly.”’ 


I'll warrant that if some problem we feel worse. Then we want others 


is on your mind today the chances, 
at least for nine out of 10 readers, 
are that the problem is actually of 
trivial significance. That, of course, 
does not make the problem less of 
a@ concern, but it ought to mean 
that we should not be unduly con- 
cerned about it. 

' Dr. and Mrs. Overstreet in their 
book, The Man Alive, talk about 
our undue concern over minor 
things and especially of the way 
we brood over trivial mistakes.

Why do I always 
have to make a fool of myself?’ 

In our daily experiences, trivial 
concerns count for much, but often 
they count for too much. For in- 
stance, we wake up in the morning 
with a headache. It is not too im- 
portant, but we think about it and

Reds Smash Stalin, 
Retain Dictatorship 


WASHINGTON—There remain a number of 
unanswered and engrossing questions about the 
de-Stalinizing of Stalin by his living associates. 


The full story of the Kremlin’s deliberate destruction of the Stalin 
image may not be available for a long time. Soviet censorship is 


very tight on this subject. 


But here are facts and judgments from sources on both sides 
of the iron curtain which may add some new light: 


Question.—Why did they do it? 
Why couldn’t the Soviet leaders 
simply disregard the Stalin im- 
age, depart from it as they 
wished and let it fade gradually 
into the past? 
Answer.—Khrushchev, Bulganin 
and Co. found they couldn’t run 
the Soviet government without 
breaking through the glorification 
of Stalin. They felt they had to 
destroy Stalin and the myth of 
his infallibility in order to 
achieve the freedom of action and 
flexibility of policies, domestic 
and foreign, necessary to deal 
with the problems Stalin had 
been neglecting or, as they felt, 
mishandling. 

Question. — What was Stalin’s 
greatest offense? 

Answer.—In the eyes of his 
successors, Stalin’s greatest 
crime was not his ruthlessness, 
his vindictiveness, his domineer- 
ing quality; it was the offense of 
turning the terror of the secret 
police against the Communist 
Party itself and destroying it as 
an instrument of governing. 

Question.—Is there not a dan- 
ger to the dictatorship in de- 
throning Stalin in this way? 

Answer.—Most Western observ- 
ers believe there are grave, deep, 
long-range dangers to the Soviet 
dictatorship in openly repudiat- 
ing the infallibility of Stalin, To 
repudiate the infallibility of 
Stalin is certainly to plant the

Question.—How are the Soviet 
leaders trying to minimize this 
danger? 

Answer.—The ‘‘corrective” idea 
they are seeking to spread is 
that the Communist proved 
its worth by virtue of the fact 
that Stalin had to destroy it in 
order to become a one-man dic- 
tator. 

Question.—Does the downgrad- 
ing of Stalin make the Soviet 
Union less of a danger to the 
free world? 

Answer.—No, for three rea- 
sons: (1) It remains a totalitarian 
dictatorship. There has been no 
basic change. (2) The U.S.S.R. con- 
tinues to be a massive military 
power, putting the highest prior- 
ity on maintaining modern weap- 
ons and conscription. (3) The 
Soviet dictatorship is bolstered 
and reinforced by an ideology 
that has been aggressive and 
that does not recognize the per- 
manence of any form of govern- 
ment or society but its own. 

The process of destroying the 
Stalin image may or may not in 
the end bring basic changes in 
the Soviet system, but it is not 
bringing any basic change in the 
target of the present Soviet rul- 
ers. That target is still the dis- 
ruption and disintegration of the 
Western defense system.

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We refer, of course, to Sen. John W. Bricker (R-Ohio). It was he, 
you will recall, who failed by only a single vote in the last Congress 
to get Senate approval of his proposed constitutional amendment to 
curb the powers of the President in direction of foreign policy. 


But he’s making progress in the 
same direction. He got the Sen- 
ate to approve a measure which 
will affect our participation in the 
scope the President wants in an 
international organization with 
which we have been working since 
1934. This is the International 
Labor Office, an adjunct of the 
United Nations which survived 
from the old League of Nations. 
Its aim is to improve the condition 
of labor all over the world. 


The Ohio senator checkmated 
the President’s request to increase 
our contribution to the ILO budget 
from $1,750,000, which it has been, 
to three million dollars in line with 
plans for a general expansion of 
that agency’s work. 


What the “Bricker amendment” 
to the ILO Appropriation Bill does 
is to limit the U.S. contribution to 
$1,175,000 ‘unless the ILO bars 
Soviet employer and employe rep- 
resentatives from that body, which 
it is hardly likely to do, since Rus- 
sia as a U.N. member has as 
much right as do we or any other 
member nation to be in ILO. 

Sen. Bricker thus took into Con- 
gress a somewhat modified ver- 
sion of a crusade started by Wil- 
liam L. McGrath, Cincinnati man- 
ufacturer, who before he retired 
recently as U.S. employer repre- 
sentative in ILO appealed to Presi- 


dent Eisenhower to withdraw our 
nation from ILO completely. Mr. 
McGrath was chosen, as our em- 
ployer representatives are regular- 
ly, by the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce and the National Association 
of Manufacturers. In picking a suc- 
cessor, 35-year-old Charles H. 
Smith Jr., Cleveland manufacturer, 
the two business organizations 
agreed to continue their support 
only on a one-year basis. 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell and 
Assistant Secretary Wilkins, who is 


Grath’s contention that under the 
Soviet system employer and labor 
representatives are not independ- 
ent of the government as they are 
supposed to be in ILO.

Most Over 
20 Have 
Diverticula 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 

It is unusual to X-ray an in- 
dividual over 50 without finding 
a few tiny pockets (diverticula) 
in the wall of the large intestine. 
These lesions, like gray hair and 

wrinkles, are so common they 
may be regarded as part of the 
aging process. 

There is no need for concern 
because only one person in four 
is troubled and few are ill 
enough to be incapacitated. 

The intestinal contents are 
able to flow in and out of these 

pockets and irritation does not 
occur unless the material gets 
stuck or remains too long. 
Abdominal pain develops when 
inflammation (diverticulitis) en- 
sues. The involved area is ten- 
der to touch and the victim may 
encounter fever, nausea, and 


vomi — symptoms resembling 
appendicitis. 
If several pockets are _ in- 


flamed, distress is more severe 
and infection may spread, caus- 
ing abscess and peritonitis. Sur- 
gery may be needed for these 
complications. 

We are asked frequently how 
return engagements of divertic- 
ulitis can be avoided. There is 
no guaranteed method as one 
bout predisposes to another. A 
bland diet is recommended usu- 
ally because soft foods are easy 
on the colon. 

Seeds, skins, and nuts are 
taboo because they pass 
through the upper alimentary 
tract undigested and leave a 
residue that might irritate the 
lesions. 

Any food that burns the mouth 
may be too strong for the bowel; 
spices and peppers belong in 
this category. The intestinal con- 
tents are kept soft by drinking 
sufficient water. 

Diverticula have ruptured due 
to pressure created by a strong 
laxative or high enema. 

Many physicians have com- 
mented on the frequency of di- 
verticulitis after an alcoholic 
spree. The cause is not known 
except that alcohol may whip 
the colon into action and irritate 
the lining membrane. 

Furthermore, hors d'oeuvres 
served at cocktail] parties are 
likely to be hard on the lesions. 
Bed rest is advised during an 
acute attack as well as drugs 
that relieve spasm and counter- 
act infection. When diverticulitis 
recurs despite careful treatment, 
surgical removal of the involved 
part of the bowel may be indi- 
cated. Permanent relief follows.

Khrushchev and Bulganin were 
touring India in November they 
also made a point of calling at- 
tention to the Soviet Union’s 
growing nuclear armory. In 
Bangalore, Khrushchev an- 
nounced that the Soviet Union 
just had exploded a hydrogen 
bomb of *‘unprecedented”’ power. 

While officials generally were 
alarmed by Khrushchev’'s 
declaration in Birmingham, Eng- 
land, one diplomat expressed the 
underlying mood when he said. 
“IT would feel more comfortable 
if he hadn't said it.’’ 

It is realized, of course, that 
when the Soviet Union actually 
has a weapon with a hydrogen 
bomb head that can be hurled 
5,000 miles, the Kremlin will not 
have to flaunt it much to exer‘ 
pressure to gain its objectives 
especially on countries with neu 
tralist tendencies. 

As for Khrushchev’s statement 
that the Soviet Union was first to 
drop a hydrogen bomb from an 
airplane, the official attitude here 
was, “‘What of it?’’ The United 
States never has officially stated 
how the historic hydrogen weapon 
was exploded in the Pacific 
March 1, 1954.

To Tighten New Permits

Contracting and home-building officials Monday criti- 


cized a proposed’ new ordin 


ance to require approval of 


all utility installations before future building permits are 


issued in Atlanta. 


Joel W. Clayton, president of} § 


the Georgia branch of Associated 
General Contractors of America, 
and Fred G. Fett, president of 
the Home Builders Assn. of At- 
lanta, said they and others will 
oppose the proposal at a. public 
hearing at 2 p.m. Wednesday in 
City Hall. 

Both branded the proposed law 
as “‘useless, unnecessary, confus- 
ing and a delaying tactic which 
will slow construction im’ At- 
lanta.”’ 


The projected new measure has 
been approved by the aldermanic 
board’s public works committee 
but was referred to the ordinance 
and legislation committee, head- 
ed by Ald. Hamilton Douglas. Jr., 
for a hearing after contractors 
and home builders objected. 


Clayton predicted that subcon- 
tractors representing virtually all 
phases of construction will be 
joined by labor leaders in oppos- 
ing the ordinance at Wednesday’s 
hearing. 

“The new ordinance would be 
a duplication of work already 
done,” Fett said. ‘“‘We now must 
have our plans approved before 
subdivisions are authorized. A 
change will merely mean further 
delays, hardship and confusion. It 
will mean an extra penalty on 
home building because it will im- 
pose a new condition conceivably 
requiring days to start work. The 
new ordinance would be merely 
a delaying double-check on pres- 
ent procedures.”’

approval of various divisions for 
plumbing, electrical, water, sew- 
er, street and other utility instal- 
lations before a permit could be 
issued,
